Dr. Ritchie of the Congregational 
College then introduced the speaker 
of the evening, rhe Rev. \V. B. Selbie. 
of Mansfield College. Oxford. Dr. 
Ritchie welcomed the distinguished 
visitor to Canada in a few words, 
thanking him for ttrrangring his Itlnory. 
su as to attend the Convocation, though 
at much trouble tô himself. 

Dr. Selble commenced his speech 
by saying that he felt ciulte at nome 
in the church, since both his father 
and grandfather had been consreira- 
tional ministers, while he himself was 
connected with the church In England, 
Ills subject for tho evening he describ- 
ed as the atiswcr to the lamentably 
common question "what Is tho good 
of religion and the ministry especially." 
He explained that this thought under- 
lies much of the criticism of tho church 
today. Religion Is absolutely essential 
W sane human ' living. Without re- 
ligion In some form, living is abnor- 
mal. Man cannot do without religion 
by any stretch of Imagination, (or re- 
ligion In natural to him. 

However, Huxley claimed that all 
primitive nations, such as the Borneo 
native tribes, Ihe original Australians 
and the Patasonians, were entirely 
without religion, which was therefore 
nn Invention of men of higher civiliza- 
tion, llowftvor. this theory has beta 
moved false, since these nations pos- 
sess oïtremoly complicated religions. 
Man has what may b« called an in- 
Hllnc,tlvn reverence, and worships any- 
thing that frightens lilm, such as a 
curious slotto or tree. 

The repression of IIiIh religious sen- 
timent makes tho man initier exceed- 
ingly from nerves and othor similar 
diseuses. Unless man cultivates his 
"religious capacity,'' he will suffer. 
Man must pray. On this Dr. Selble 
stressed. Without religion man can- 
not comprehend the universe, a riildlo 
whose only link is God 

Man. a spiritual being, is capable of 
titling evil to good ends. As an exam-

At seven o'clock last nifjht wc mentally decided that we need 
never write another editorial on college' spirit. It simply wa* not 
• • needed. Everybody knew how to yell. "What's ihc matter with 
Old McGill. She's all ripht." College songs were being sung around 
the campus. General prospects were bright. > The university world 
" was booming. Everything was great, just great. ! 
— But by balf past seven we had changed our mind During 
• - that short half hour we had been told enough to show us that 
things have come to a sorry pass. We had learned — and our teach- 
er had been forcible — thai the football men are not receiving 
the necessary support. They want it. They need it. And they 
must have it. Captain "Doug" MacGregor of the Seniors com- 
m.»;.. «plained bitterly last evening about the lack of college spirit, the 
absence of enthusiam and the resultant discouragement in the fight- 
ing ranks. He stated that Coach Shaughnessy and the entire ex 
ecutive had similar feelings. Special reference was made to the 
absolute failure of yesterday's rooters' practice. The Daily had 
carried a front page article, which stated that the Thundering Thou- 
sand -would be in in the afternoon. The Thousand Failed to Ap- 
pear, and Scarcely a Handful Turned Out to Support the Team 
The whole affair was an absolute fizzle, and to-day, where we 
should have written 'success, we must write failure. 

Of course there are excuses and some of them have come to 
' ' our ears already. The hour, for instance, is bad. because it is al- 
most dark. -Does not the team practice in the dark? Does not the 
team practice after dawn? Then, some say, there was not suffi 
cient publicity. But, we ask, how many times docs a real rooter 
i,- need to be told to give his support? The answer should be 'one,' 
not 'three,' r four,' or 'six.' 

Moreover, and this is a very pertinent question addressed es- 
: - pecially to the Sophomores, where were the yearlings? A certain 
ruling calls for their presence but they were not there. , The blame 
Jies at both doors, with almost equal distribution. 

The affair is pitiful and everything in the power of each in- 
dividual student must be done between now and the final wîûstle 
on Saturday. The Toronto Varsity refers to the McGill tea'ni'.aB 
the 'weak sister thie year of the Intercollegiate series." Similar 
sentiments are being expressed in the halls of learning in the Pres- 
byterian encampment. In the opinion of some of our contempor- 
aries, McGill is already doomed to the lowliest position, but thojigh 
we respect these sport writers, we would like to point out that 
their predictions are somewhat premature. The rooters can help 
to disprove these theories, as well as proving their own sports- 
manship. It is the easiest thing in the world to cheer for a winning 
■ " squad. It is somewhat harder to support faithfully a team that is 
apparently losing. 

The McGill players we hope are not going down to defeat. 
But they need our support at ali times. Now and in the hourof 
-victory. They want our help. They are asking for it. And if^ve 
.are true sons of McGill they shall get it and Get it Now.
